said method comprising, 

a. preparing a solution of N-succinimidyl ester of bile acids in an organic solvent at a 
temperature ranging between 10 to 50 °C; 

b. adding diethylenetriamine to the solution of step (a) followed by stirring the same for 
a time duration ranging from 1 to 5 h at a temperature ranging between 20 to 70 °C to 
obtain a reaction mixture; 

c. quenching the reaction mixture of step (b) with ice to a form containing crude 
products having structural formula (1) and (2), and 

d. separating the crude products of step (c) and purifying the same to obtain the 
compound of formula (1) or (2).
